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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Cambridge , 
The  Superintendent  submits  the  following  report: 
Number  of  schools  in  town,  sixteen.  There  have  been 
twenty-eight  different  teachers  employed  during  the 
past  year.  The  Jeffersonville  Graded  school  graduated 
a  class  of  seven  young  people  in  June,  six  young  ladies 
and  one  young  man.  Very  interesting  exercises  were 
held  in  the  Opera  House. 

No  great  repairs  have  been  made  on  anv  of  the  school 
buildings  the  past  year.    Much  of  this  work  is  needed 
especially  on  the  graded  school  building  at  Jefferson- 
ville and  the  district  school  buildings. 

New  spelling  books  have  been  purchased  this  year, 
and  there  is  still  a  great  need  of  supplementary  read- 
ing. Several  of  the  schools  are  well  supplied  with  maps 
and  globes.  Most  of  them  have  dictionaries,  though 
some  are  in  a  dilapitated  condition. 

There  are  several  instances  where  children  have  had 
no  absent  marks  through  the  year,  much  more  could 
be  done  in  this  direction  if  parents  would  show  more 
interest  in  their  children  and  encourage  them  to  be 
punctual.

Your  Board  of  Trustees  beg  to  hand  you  their  re- 
port, as  received  from  the  Librarian  in  each  Village. 

JEFFERSONVILLE  BRANCH. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  received  from  the 
Town  $25.00  for  its  support,  and  $4  00  from  the  pat- 
rons for  fines  for  books  retained  over  the  usual  time. 

This,  with  the  amount  received  from  the  Crescendo 
Club,  has  gone  to  defray  necessary  expenses  and  pur- 
chase new  books,  of  which  40  volumes  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year,  making  in  all  436  volumes,  includ- 
ing works  on  travel,  fidlion,  history,  and  biography. 
Over  2000  volumes  have  been  taken  out  by  the  patrons 
of  the  library,  and  does  that  not  go  to  prove  that  the 
interest  is  not  waning? 

Quite  often  its  patrons  express  the  pleasure  they 
get  from  reading  these  books,  and  through  them  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  master  minds  ot  the  world, 
for  a  good  book  is  the  precious  life-blood  of  a  master 
spirit,  and  a  friend  which  every  man  mav  call  his  own. 

Can  a  better  investment  be  made,  not  only  for  the 
present  generation,  but  those  who  are  to  fill  our  places, 
than  in  sustaining  a  library  ?
